Manager Bate Interviewed. 


J. W. Bate, general-factory, manager of- 


the .Mitchell-Lcw.is, Motor. Co.,-upon be- 
ing-'interviewcd, gave the following state- 
ment: 
.'A few days ago about - fifty-five em- 
ployes of the" machine department walk- 
ed out because of grievance!.which they 
claimed they had against General In- 
spector Fatlierh'll because of 'dissatisfac- 
tion with a new wage 'scale that was be- 
ing installed in that' department, under 
instruction' from-Mr. Bitt'e'; On Saturday 
arrangements were made to take back 
men-as-'rapidly as the machines could 
be. started up.-no definite number 
of- 


men being agreed upon and -no agree- 
ment that all the men-would be taken' 
back, and with the understanding'thai 
the wage scale would be tried out and-if 
not 
satisfactory,

The largest-walk-out ef-mechanics in 


the history of Racine, took place just 
after 
1 o'clock" th'is afternoon, when 


close to oi>6 m'achjnists and grinders, em- 
ployed by the 
Mitchell-Lewis Motor 


Co., quit and TnaYthctT through 'the lead- 
ing streets of' the city to the Trades 
a.nd Labor hall,. cheering as they pro- 
ceeded, A' number rode bicycles and 
tlie unusual sight attracted hundreds of 
people who were «t a loss to account for 
the unheard of demonstration. As the 
majority of the men and boyg carried" 
dinner pails it was easy to establish the 
fact that they wero shop workers. Once 
in the' 'hall they proceeded to come to 
order nnd talk over'the situation. 


From the men the cause of the walk- 


out or strike was the allegation that 
the- offiosfs of the Mitchell-Lewis Motor 
Co., had broken faith with them in not 
giving them an old foreman and em- 
ploying all who had struck last week and 
furthermore failing to pay the $3 a day 
limit wage scale. 


Walked Out Last Week. 


It will be remembered that last week 


fifty-five machinists struck because of 
the'claim that their wages had been re- 
duced -and further because they wanted 
one. of -t'ho inspectors known as '-Father 
Ciill" discharged. The officers 
of 
the 


company claimed that this was not so, 
that certain machinery iu the machine 
shop ivss changed and that the wage 
scale was adjusted to meet these con- 
ditions. 


The men nnd officers got together on 


Saturday and it was supposed that the, 
trouble was adjusted. The men state 
that an pgrcement was reached, where- 
by the old foreman -wan to be taken back 
nnd he' was to fix the, wage scale and 
that all of the strikers wero to resume. 
work, that eleven of the men were to be 
taken back each dny. 


Further it is claimed that this morn- 


ing, instead of the old foreman being 
given them, a new man was sent inland 
that only two men, instead of eleven, 
'were take back. 


Upon these conditions being observed 


the men claim they named a committee 
to call upon Otis Kricnd of the company 
and -were refused on audience and 
it 


was then, that-the great walk-out oc- 
curred. 


Left in Orderly Manner. 


All of the men left the works in an 


orderly manner, formed 
in 
line 
and 


inarched to the Trades and Labor hall 
as-above stated. It left few men in the 
big machine shop and it was practically 
closed for the day. The men state that 
they will now organize a union and that 
it is to be a strong one at that. 


The trouble does not in any way af- 


fect the wagon department of the cor- 
poration, simply the automobile works. 
Without an exception the trouble is the 
most extensive ever known to the com- 
mercial interests of the city. 


All the men are highly complimented 


by citi/ens and others for the orderly 
wny in which they left the works, not 
the slightest disturbance being in evi- 
dence.

Men Not Locked In. 
, 


A report was extensively circulated 


around tlio city'that a large number of 
the-Jiien. wero locked, in the shops and 
not permitted to leave. This wag de- 
nied-by the---men, who said that doors 
LY some .departing > U -were, closed,- !" 
irriei-'that;. they could'not pass through 
w^ioro-othci'einploVes were at work, but 
that the- usual avenue of entrance nn<l 
exi', 
were fully opened and everybody ut 


Jibfrty to go out. - 


The wen remained ia session .th 


past.- About ten or more of the men 


taken back. This noon, without 


many of the employes of the 


machine shop walked out. 


"Now, that the situation may be defi- 


nitely understood, there is'no .reasonable 
cause for this wnjk-out as we arc pay- 
ing a better average than 'U paid by any 
other automobile company in the United 
States, nnd our men have been employed 
practically the year round. T-he. auto- 
mobile situation'in the'United States is 
critical. ' I n the automobile centers to- 
day the big plants arc operating with 
not more than 2r> per cent-of'their men. 
The automobile market is Hooded, and we 
Have today in this factory requests from 
seven nutc-mobilc factories to manufact- 
ure parts for us so as to keep their ma- 
chine organization together. There is in 
our labor department applications from 
jovor "00 men from the Buick, Ford, Wil- 
Jy-Overland,' Packard and other plants, 
which plants mw<j made a great 'cut in 
their output nnd in the number of men 
they are employing. In a word,: the au- 
tomobile situation is not good.' The Mit- 
chell-Lewis Motor Co. todayis only one 
of the three plants in the United States- 
that are working full time and proceed- 
ing without the orders on their books. 
We are- endeavoring to keep our organiz- 
ation together, and we'have not taken in 
tnc many men that arc writmg to — 
for .positions. fTOm_tJifi.nOt^^ft«^pj^ 
"nor have 'we cut the daily wage scale?1 
and only made changes where the parti 
have been changed and -methods"improv-

UNITED STATES SENATORS WILL 


MEET TOMORROW' AT CHI- 


' CAGO. 


Granted Greater Powers of Investigation 


Than Could be Obtained in a Criminal 
Trial—State Legislators to be Sum- 


moned. 


••CHICAGO, Sept. 10.— Senator 'Wcldon 
B. Heyburn of Idaho one- of thrf Repub- 
lican members of the senatorial commit- 
tee which is to investigate -the election 
of Senator -William Lo'rimer, of Illinois, 


the first member of the committee 


to arrive in preparation far the commit- 
tee sessions -which are scheduled to begin'' 
tomorrow.

Chairman 
Julius Burrows, senator 


from Michigan is expected to anrive to- 
night with others of the committee. 


The resolution under which the com- 


mittc is to -act, grants greater' powers 
of investigation than would obtain in a 
criminal trial. The committee ia empow- 
ered to summon witnesses and adminis- 
ter oaths and is also in n position to 
punish for contempt any witness who ne- 
glects to obey a summons. Testimony 
which would not be admissible in court 
can be placed before the committee which 
is to consider all the facts relative to the 
election of Senator Lorimer. 


• The resoiution introduced in the sen- 
ate last June under which the committee 
is to net specifically directed the inves- 
tigators to "report to the senate wheth- 
er in the election of William Lorimer as 
a- senator of the United States from the 
state of Illinois, 'there were used or em- 
ployed corrupt methods or practices." 
•It is expected that many of the state 


legislators who voted for Senator Lori- 
mer will he summoned as witnesses, par-'- 
tieularly those sgainat whom formal 
chafes of bribery and conspiracy have 
becrrinade.

found to give a specially good polish to 
the kitchen stove. 


A piece of flannel dampened with spir- 


its of camphor will remove stains from 
mirrors or window glass. 


A faint scent of violets is imparted to 


handkerchief* by adding a small piece 
of orris root to the water in which they 
.are boiled. 
, When, the hands get hot and uncoui- 
-fortably moist it is a good idea to wash 
•them in tepid water to which a dessert- 
.spoonful of borax lias been added. 
. To clean white shoes put a tablespoon- 
fill of-paris whiting in a saucer, 
mix 


-.with warm water to the connistcncy 'of 
thick.c'rea'in, adding.a little glue. Apply 
•witli'ti nail brush and rub it well into 
the shoes. 


Don't .use-soap for varnished paper. 


Instead, try .haI/:a pint of paraffin in-a 
•pailful of warm water. Dip i woolen 


cloth into this, wring it fairly- dry. and 
with it wash the walls. Polish with a 
dry 'linen cloth. 


To remove a glass stopper from a bot- 


tle, pour a little hot.water round the 
neck of-the bottle.. This will cause the 
neck to expand, when the stopper will 
fit loosely enough 
to 
be easily with- 


drawn. 


Finger marks on doors .can easily be 


rubbed off with a piece of clean flannel 
dipped in paraffin. Afterward wipe.over 
with a clean cloth wrung out of hot wa- 
ter to take away the smell.

crumbs, before 
placing in the frying 


pan. When brown, drain, roll in sugar, 
sprinkle with a few drops of maraschino 
and serve hot. 


Black George Cake.—Cream 3 table- 


spoons of sugar with two and a half 
tablespoons of butter; add 1 cup of mo- 
lasses, two cups of Hour, yolk of one egg, 
one teaspoon of soda, cinnamon, cloves, 
lastly one cup of hot water. 
Bake in 


three layers. 
Filling—Boil one cup of 


sugar w'itb half cup of hot water ten 
minutes. 
Pour over beaten white of 


one egg, add one cup of chopped raisins 
and spread between layers. 


Cheese Pudding.—Mix together in a 


nasin I'alf a pound of cheese, one table- 
spoonful of flour, two tablespoofulf, of 
bread crumbs, salt, pepper and parika 
to taste, add one tcaspoonful of butter, 
the yokes of two eggs and 'the whites 
stiffly beaten. Mix. gently, pour into a 
buttered pudding dish and bake for fif- 
teen minutes in a moderate oven. Serve 
hot. 


Buttermilk Biscuits.—Sift a quart of 


flour in the mixing bowl and work into 
the center of this one tea-spoonful of 
salt and one of soda. 
Pour into this 


a pint of thick sour buttermilk and mix 
until it becomes a stiff dough. Do not 
put in a speck of shortening. Pinch off 
small piecen of the dough and mold into 
shape with as little handling as possible. 
Tbe biscuit will be much lighter 
and 


fluffier than when put on a hoard and 
rolled with the rolling pin. Put a heap- 
ing tablespoonful of lard in a baking 
paTi, let it become smoking hot, roll each 
biscuit into this and bake in a quick 
oven. They will be white and firm on 
the inside and brown nnd rich on the 
outside.

\le v.-ilm bscd the accident and th'S? in- 
terviewed say that the panic that fol- 
lowed v.'as in exciting-one.

bruises.

The mystery of the loss of the car- 


ferry Per'e Marquetto in which lake hor- 
nor, twenty-nine, men lost their lives, is 
to be investigated by the government.

The population 'of Racine, officially announced by the 


census bureau at Washington is 38,002. This is a gain of . 
8,900, or 30.6 per cent in the last ten years. 


For weeks and months, the people of Racine have anx- 


iously awaited tidings from the nation's capital as to the 
city's population. Efforts have been made by many to se- • 
cure the figures in advance of public announcement, but 
to no avail. Ten days ago Mayor Horlick wrote Director 
Durand of the census bureau, inquiring tor the figures or 
when they were to be given out. 
He was informed by that 


official that.the figures would be given out in a few days, 
and so they came this noon. 


EXCEPTIONAL GOOD GAIN. 


While the people of Racine expected that the population 


wou'd reach close to 40,000, there should be no disappoint- 
ment, for the gain during the past ten years is all that could 
be expected, taking into consideration the fact that not'a 
single "particle of new territory has been added. 


Most of the' o-rowth in population is gained in the south- 


' western sections, clue to the large new-factories erected and 


the influx of many new families. 
"If the west,'south and north annexations, now sought, are 
made, the population alone from these distrcts will reach
